Rumors of Minlsterinl Changes Are In

LONDON, April 14.—The Evening News
this afternoon publishes a dispatch from
ity correspondent st Athens saying that the
Turkish government has formally Informed
the OGreck government that any further
ralds of Irregulars Into Turkish territory
will be regarded by Turkey as a declaration
of war upon the part of Greece.

GREEKS HAVE CAIFI'TRED BALTINO.
of the Invaders U'p (o Date
Are Insignifleant.

LARISSA, April 14 —Trustworthy reports
received here yesterday confirm the state-
ments that the Groeek irregulars have cap-
tured Baltino, in Macedonia. The Turks
lost forty men killed. The Insurgent chief
Davells occupled a strong position In the
mountains near Krania. His force was
later attacked by a Turklsh battallon from
Velimigt!, but the Turks were repulsed with
mevere loss. The Greeks then asgsumed the
offensgive, cut up the Turkish detachment,
captured cighteen mules, a convoy of pro-
viglons and a large quantity ol ammunition

and made prisoners of fifteen Turks,

After this suceess the Greeks advanced to
Kipurl, on the road to Grovena, threatening
to cut the communications of the Turkish
coentral force at Elassonn, with Janina, the
Turkish headguarters in Albania.

In' all the skirmishes and fighting since
crossing the frontier the Grecks lost only
fiyve men killed and had fifteen men
wounded.

Fresh troops continue to arrive here from
the south. A third brigade wns formed to-
day to assist in the defense of the frontier
The enthusiasm of the troops I8 unabated
In Macedonia the weather Is wet nnd eold
but in Theesaly fine weatner prevails, per-
miiting the militury authorities to com-
plete all preparations for an advance Into
Turkish territory, or defend the frontier in
the event of the Turks assuming the offen-
slve, which ls looked upon nere as being
more probable.

Dinpatohos regcived here today from the
Greek expaditionary force say that the ir-
regulars have passeq Kipurl, driving the
Turks before them, and are pushing on for
Grovena, where a strong Turkish force,
some reports Ay an army corps, Is  sta-
tioned.

There are rumors here of ministerial
changes, but there are no signs of relaxa-
tion In preparing for war, and there will
be a feellng of rellef when hostilitles com-
mence.

WANTS PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT,

remfler Delynunis Outlines the Pol-
fey of Greek Government.

ATHENS, April 14.—0On the reassembling
of the Houle today M. Delyunnis, the premier,
fntradueed, in the presence of & <rowded
chumber, a bill granting the government a
eredit of 23,000,000 drachmas for the minls-
trics of war and marine, The premler asked
the house to expedite the passage of the
budget.

Dealing with the desvelopment of the for
elgn mituntlon he declared that the powers
had taken thelr stand on the principle of the
integrity of Turkey. but up to the present
had not expressed an opinlon with regard
to the proposals Greece bad made for a paclfic
solutlon of the diMealty. After dwelling
upon the right of the Cretans to settle their
own destinies, he declared that, despite all
which had happened, Grecee still hoped the
powers would agree to a praceful eettlement.
The situation on the frontler was not, he
gald, created by Greece, but by the strange
poliey of a stite which by strange annament
had compelled Greece to assemble an army
capable of coping with all eventualities and
of defending the Interests and bovnor of the
country, (Sensatlon.)

In concluding, M, Delyaunis eénld the Greek
government was doing its utmost to repalr
the Imperfections of an army so hastlly gath-
ered, and that he hoped that In the course
of a few dayve an army would be asesembled
capable of doing its full duty to the coun-
try, (Loud cheers,)

Deputy Halll, the leader of the opposition,
thought that In view of the existing circum-
stances the thme was nod propitious to com-
menee & debate on the hudget,

M. Delyannis agreed with this suggeation,
and sald that tomorrow he would submit a
vule on account for three months.

The chamber then adjourned,

Interview with King George,

LONDON, Aprll 14.—The Dally Chronicle
will publish the following tomorrow from
ita Athens correspondent, Henry Norman:

I haye had an audience with King
George. He spoke without much hope, but
firmly, like a man who can only do his duty
and leave the rest to heaven, More than
once he sald: ‘If Greece had been a great
power and walked into Crete long ago, her
action would have been welcomed by the
powers ay well as the rest of the world as
A blessing. Dut ghe Is only a small power,
and scelns to bo able to do nothing that
will gatisfy the great powers.' ™

Vienonese Think War Inevitable,

VIENNA, April 14.—The best  informed
diplomats here regard war as  Inevitable.
They say the straln cannot much longer be
borne by elther Turkey or Greeee, and that
the time has passed for the powers to al-
tempt to Intervene. In view of the danger-
ous position assumed by Ureece, the gues-
tlon s relterated, whether she does not
cOunt upon some power coming to her sup-
port at the oruclal moment. The situation
I8 regarded here us analogous to the tlime
when fervie attacked Turkey in 1876, when
Russla and Great Dritain saved defeated
Servia from annihilation.

The condition of the peosple bere Is  ®o
denperately wretched it will hardly bs be-
Heved tn the United States. It wan not he-
Heved by Mr. Olnoy, althouglt many specific
cases of the starvation and ruin of American
eitlzeénn were reported to him by United
States consuls. Mr. Roekhill carcfully filed
the reports away, and did not even reply
to them, If a consul got too persistent he
was told not to color his reports, as it was
not desired to give ofMense to Epain,

Nomination of Moiklejohn Comes Mach as a
Portonal Trinmph,

PROCTOR OF VERMONT HAD IT SECURED

Mon Named Martin from Dreattlehoro
Had BHeen AL but Nomidonted
When Nehreaskn's Clnimant
Won the IDay.

WABHINGTON, April 14.—(8pecial  Tele-
gram.—Qesrge 1. Melklejohn's nomination
to be assletant secrotary of war came as the
eleventh hour's recognition of Renator Thum.
ton's work during the last campaign. While
Senator Thurston hod never glven up entire
hope of making the ex.congressman from the
Third Nebraska assistant secretary of war
he falt that the peesibllity wae very vague
and shadowy, Thiz morning, however, In go
Ing to the White house he learned by acei-
dent that the person welected, Mr., Joln B
Martin of Brattleboro, did not il the require.
mente laid down by the president, who had
lnsisted on having an army man fill the
place, Mr. Martin war Eenntor Proctor’s sec:
ond choico, he having named Frank 8. Part-
ridge of Vermont after the deolination of
Messrs. Woebster and Cowin, Mr, Partridge
was found, however, to have been draftcd
during the war, and this at once placed him
outelde the pale of consideration. Senator
Prootor then took a second shy at the place,
and Martin was positively slated for the
nomination today, when Senator Thurston ap
peared at the white house. In his quiet way
the republican seénator from Nebraska Intl-
maled that the proper thing ta do would be
to appoint Mr. Melk!ejohn, who, while not
an old soldier, waa qualified for the place and
capable of administering o various responsl.
bilitles. There was a little talk between the
prealdent and Senator Thurston whep Senator
Proctor was senl for, and the conditlong ex-
platned 1o Kim. Senator Proctor, having re
ceived from Mr, Martin ouflicient: excuse for
net pressing h'e name, was =2psily prevalled
upon by the president to withdraw his nomi-
nee, and Melklejohn went in his place. 1t 1s
rumored that the president had already
signed the nemination of James 8, Martin,
and a delay of ten minutes on Senator Thurs-
tan's part might have lost him the assistant
eccietaryship of war,

The nomination gives universal satiefac-
tion to the rank and file of the army, who
have felt that there should be a civilian at
the bead of this brapch of the government.
Mr. Melklejohn's well known force of eharace-
ler, which he showid while leutenant gov
ernor of Nebraska, will stand him in good
etead when he bscomis the buffer botween
tho army aud the secreiary of war. It i«
interegting w note in this connection that
Major T. 8. Clarkson. commander-in-chief of
the Grand Army of the Republic, Captain
Adams, General Colby and Gensral John M.
Thayer were prominently mentloned from
Nebraska for the position of asslstant secre-
tary of war, Senator Thurston took the posi
tion that If the president appointed a eivilian
that civillan must come from Nebraska, but
he was ready at all times to yield to a zoldier
Falling in the appointment of a soldler, then
Meiklejohn was to be considered first, as his
own bonor and the honor of the state war-
ranted his selection.

KANSAS CITY, April 14.—The Searritt
block, a substantial five-story brick building
on Walnut strest, near Ninth, and ¢irectly
acrogs the street from the central station of
the Kansas Clty fire department, was le-
stroyed by fire this evening., The fire was
not discovered until the flames burst
through the front windows on the third
etory, epreading a glare over the whole
itreet. Though the firemen had but to run
thelr apparatus into the street, they segmed
able to do nothing to combat. the Names, as
they could throw no water into the third
floor without steam pressure, and (o get
pressure they were obliged to walt some
minutes for steam. By that time the fire
was beyond coutrol, and was threatening an
cotire blosk In the very heart of the clty.
The big six-story Hall bullding, extending
wouth on Walnut strect to Ninth, in which
are the Times and World newspapers, sev-
ernl stores and many offices. seomod in
great danger, as it was soon on fire in the
upper story adjoining the Scarritt block
The electric light wires soon went down,
and everybody left the bullding

The HfAre burned flercely from 8 o'clock
until 10:30, by which hour nothing but the
wialls remained of the Scarritt block. 'The
lons on this bullding Is $60,000, insurance
$40,000,  The bullding was unoccupled, o
pure food show having just been held there
The damage in the Hall building s not
great,  The mechanical department of the
Times was shut down for nearly two hours,
but the paper has suffered no material dam-
age, The oMoees of the World were flooded,
but the paper will be printed tomorrow as
ustial,

Outyide of the Scarritt building the most
perious damage wayg done the bullding oc-
cupied by the Campbell & Eaton Crockery
(0., fronting on Maln street, and runniog
back to the rear end of the Scarritt block

The building ocoupled by the Camphell-
Baton Co., which |s also owned by the Secar
ritt estato, (s damaged to the extont of prob
ably $10,000, and the loss to Camphell &
BEaton's stock |s probably 810,000 more. Not
until midnight was the fire In thls bulldipg
under econtrol, It 14 thought that the fAre
was the work of an incendiary,
